His action was 
more admirable than that of those who remained 
croakérs apd obstructionists through the whole of 
the Heroic struggle in which our people were en- 
gaged. ‘ 

Wheu Georgia was fairly committed to revolution, 
she had no son more courageous or more deveted 
than Mr. Hill. It wasa high tribute to his charac- 
ter and indicative of the confidence of his people, 
that the first legislature after secession elected him 
Confederate senator on the first ballot over Toombs, 
Jackson aud Iverson, who had led the secessionists, 
and Johnson and Lew, who had stood with him for 
the union. Mr. Toombs being elected for the short 
term over the rest after four ballots, declined 
an honor that had come w him 
BO grudgingly and had been already 
50 Spontaneously offered to the eloaucnt young 
unliouist. In the confederate Mr Hill, 
though the youngest man, soon became the leader, 
and was the right arm of Davis in the government. 
He never wavered or doubted. With unquailing 
courage and unquestioning loyalty he stood by the 
issue he had advised aguinst making, and was one 
ofthe most | 
against his judgment. 

During the reconstruction period Mr Hill shone 
resplendent. Never did the man and the occasion 
meet more thoroughly. An alien governor had 
usurped the executive functions of the state. Mili 
tary satraps held a sway as absolute as it was irrre- 
sponsible—bayonets were used toawe and gold to 
purchase to most mon-

It washeld against Mr. Hill 
that he did not live in the 9th district, but that his 
home was in Atlanta, as was shown -by a statement 
of his son during the Grecley .campaign, when 
bis residence was qnestioned.

MR HILU’S SICKNESS. 

When Mr. Hill was first elected to the senate the 
president of the senate announced his election ‘‘ior 
the term of six years.” 

Speaker Gus Bacon added, ‘“‘You had better say 
for the term of his natural life.’’ 

No one dreamed as the speaker made this flatter- 
ing amendment in deference to the senator's abii- 
ity, that he would not live through a single term. 
He was then in the very, prime of life—of perfect 
health and vigor—temperate in habit, decorous, 
lusty and apparently good fortwenty years of ac- 


tive service. 

Just about four years ago Senator Hill noticed a 
pimple on the feft side ef his tongue. It was not 
arger than a pin’s headif so large. It was hardly 
so much a pimple as a hair-like crack in the tongue; 
and wasscarcely perceptible to theeye. Mr. Hill had 
a tooth with a jagged edge and imagined that this 
had abrased the surface of the tongue, and thai the 
nicotine from smoking had perhaps poisoned the 
abrasion. He letthe matter goon fora yeawith- 
out givingitattention. Finding that it was an ob- 
stinate sore, he tnen asked th® advice of local phy- 
sicians. After treating it with astringents awhile, 
and being uncertain as to whatit was, they advised 
that he had better goto Philadelphia and consult 
Dr. Gross,

Dr. Bayard reiterated his former opinion, but of 
course could offer no further objection. 

Mr. Hill then went to New York for the purpose 
ofeonsulting Dr. J. R. Wood. He had been ad- 
vised by Dr. Walsh and some other surgeon of 
Wastiington that his trouble was probably cancer 
and that he should consult Dr. Wood. While on 
his way to Dr. Wood's offiée he passed the office of 
Dr. Lewis Sayre & Son and went in. These gentle- 
men examined his tongue and pronounced it proba- 

“bly epithelioma. They proposed that if he wished 
they it would summon some professional friends 
and have a microscopic examination of the dis- 
charge made. Upon learning that he intended to 
consult Dr. Gross finally, they advised him to go at 
once, as Dr. Gross stood at the head 
of the ; profession. With an anx- 
iety that may be imagined the senator went t9 
Philadelphia, Dr. Gross was at Cape May. Tak- 
ing the first train Mr. Hilfsought him at the sea- 
side. Upon ascertaining what was wanted the 
doctor took the senator toa private room. 

THe TRUTH FIRST ANNOUNCED.

tight here l wish to incorporate one thing Dr. 
Willis Westmoreland told me six monthsago. He 
said: 

“When I first saw Mr. Hill’s tongue it could have 
been cured by the simplest sort of operation. Tne 
cancer was not one-fqurth as big as asmall pea. A 
mere clipping of the tongue would have removed 
all traces of it. I was not then perfectly sure that 
it wisa cancer, but I should have subjected it toa 
test that would have decided it in a week or two. 
Had I dreamed its trae chara@ter would not have 
been ascertained in nearly a year, Mr. Hill would 
never have lcft my office till lhad removedit. I 
heard in about ten days thatit had yielded to as- 
tringents, and was astounded to hear a month or so 
afterward that it was still troubling Mr. Hill, and 
being treated asa benign nicer. [then urged his 
friends to have him consult a surgeon at once, 
From the momont of the first operation I have 
never had the slightest hope of his recovery.’’ 

“~To return to the scene of July 19th. When Sen- 
ator Hill under.tood the situation, he imsisted that 
the knife should be used at once. He was informed 
thatthe operation must be a heroic one, and that

It is needless to recount the alternations of hope 
and despair that have moved the public from that 
‘8ist of July until the end. One remarkable thing 
is the confidence of the physicians who had charge 
of thecase. The hopeful spirit of the press was 
based on the opinions of those who should have 
known, and on the insistent hope of Mr. Hill him- 
In fact, among friend, family and _ physi- 
cians. there Was hope to the very last. 
This was inspired by the fortitude’. of 
the patient and hissuperb physical strength,which 
seemed to defy the ravages of the knife, and to in- 
vite the most heroic surgery. When his son Ben 
went to see him at Atlantic City, he stopped in 
Philadelphia. There he saw Dr. Gross, who assured 
him that his father was doing well, that there was 
no trace of the disease,and that he only needed sea 
air, appetite and confidence to hasten into perfect 
health. -Ben told’ me afterwards how happy this 
assurance made him; and with what a light heart 
he started for the sea shore. 

U pon reaching his father he was inexpressibly 
shocked at his appearance. The woundin his neck 
was féartal, its inflamed and ugly edges beihg em- 
phasized by the pallor and thinness of the senator, 
who had lost forty peunds in less than as many 
He wasin constant pain, and was unable to

days. 
eat an ounce of solid food and was kept alive only 
by stimulants. Hisson sent for Dr. Gsoss and had 
another examination made. At its conclusion the 
doctor walked from the room, beckoning to Ben Jr. 
to follow him. Onecein another room he turned and 
with streaming eyes, for he had learned to love his 
patient, said: 

‘*There fs not the slightest hope for your father's 
recovery. I feel it my duty to inform you, as his 
eldest son, of thisfaci.’’ 

This was on the 20uh of March, and this Was the 
first time th$t Dr. (:ross had pronounced the case 
hopeless, 

Mr. Hill never recovered from the effects of 
last operation, which must be considered a most 
unfortunate and ill-advised piece of surgery, in 
view of what followed it. The history of that op- 
eration is peculiar, as 1 had it from a member of the 
family. After the second operation there was « 
slight swelling of the gland that demanded at 
tention. Mr. Hill went to Philadelphia 
and Dr. (Gross told him that’ the smal! 
jump that had formed on the gland must be 
taken out. Forthe third time, therefore, the sena- 
tor was putjunder the knife. He understood thor- 
oughly that only aslight operaiion was to be per- 
formed. When he awaked from the infinence of 
the ether, he said he felt asif the entire side of his 
face and neck had been taken off. ile was horrified 
to discover thatthe entire glands had been removed 
and that he had been subjected to a more heroic 
and exhaustive eutting than ever before. From 
this shock—from the exhaustion induced by the 
severity of the operatiou—he never entirely rallied. 
Hisspirits had been bouyaut, his faith unshakeu,up 
to that time. After that his nervous system was 
shattered, his spirits flagged, aud he resigned him- 
self to the worst. 

It appears that the surgeons determined ona 
change of plan afer they had their patient under 
the influence of ether. They had intended-to only 
remove the small lumps that had swoilen on the 
gland. Upon examination they found that the 
whole gland was affected, and the younger Dr. 
Gross insisted that the whole gland must be taken 
out. The suggestion was heroic, and the elder Dr. 
Gross hesitated, His son insisted, and it is said took 
the knife and proceeded upon the terrible work. 
His father acquiescing, it was accomplished, the 
knife being sent clear through from the outside of 
the neck to the ‘‘young’’ tlesh that had grown in the 
place ravaged by the second operation from tbe in- 
side of the mouth. Of course the surgeons acted for 
the West. If the knife had been able to reach be. 
yon e cancerous taint, as they hoped, and if thg

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At length Dr, Ridley advised Mr. Hill that whether 


they relied on—could have stood the shock and 
pain consequent upon the cutting, he would hive 
emerged from that terrible ordeal sound and cured. 

Butit failed, The wound never healed. The 
cancerous taint ate its way from behind the reach 
of the knifetothe front once more. The patient 
for weeks unable to open his mouth or take solid 
rood, wasted away. The constant and racking 
pain, that never gave him one instant of relief, 
was deadened by opiates. Between the keen, re- 
lentiess agony, the use of drugs, the lack of food 
aud the loss.of flesh and strength, Mr. Hill lost his 
nerve and will. The admirable fortitude that had 
sustained him up to that time—the superb calm- 
ness with which he met all ugly symptons, and 
with which he directed the treatment of his case — 
all this was gone. His whole system Was shattered. 
He never lost his sense of Christian resignation— 
not one word of complaint did he utter. But 
he wasunable to control himself. The appear- 
ance of evenacasual acquaintance woukl throw 
him into tears. He could scarcely command his 
voice for ordinary utterances. He took no inter- 
-est in affairs, and it required persuasion often to 
make him take the beef tea and other liquids by 
which his life was sustained. 

- Had Mr. Hill been aware of what was proposed 
in this third operation he would not have submit- 
ted toit. Indeed, foralong time, he hesitated as 
to whether he should have even the-second opera- 
tion performed. He was strongly advised to go to 
Evreka to try the watersand abandon the knife. 
He talked with Mr. W. P. Orme and others who 
had been there, and the wonderful stories they 
told had almost persuaded him when he mat Mr. 
Gustin, of Macon, who had been to‘the springs for 
cancer and had failed to get relief. Hegaveup the 
idea of the springs and want back to Washington. 
It appears that there were two mistakesin Mr. 
| Hill’s case. 

Ist. He was kept under mild treatment for eight 
months, which allowed the cancerous poison to get 
into his blood. Mr. Hill himself said when near 
the end concerning the mistakes of his'‘case and the 
dogmatic tenacity with which the profession clings 
to an accepted theory: “I am the victim of big- 
otry.’’ Hesaid thisin no spirit of bitterness aud 
hardly of crisicism, but as one stajsing a fact in sad- 
ness.

On this last point Ben Hill, Jr.told me thata phy 
sician thoroughly acquainted with his father’s case, 
said his life might have been prolonged four several 
years, had it not been for this third operation, 
which struck him down. It is remarkable to see 
how rapidly he sunk under it. A full length pic 
ture, taken just before this cutting, shows that he 
was in fine general health, stalwart, full and strong. 
The face is clean shaven, and itis one of the han‘. 
somest pictures he ever had taken. I saw him just 
about thistime. He was never ruddier, more hope 
ful or cheerful. His step was elastic, his eye was 
bright, his appetite good. It must have been a hor- 
rible pain and suffering that sosurely slaughtered 
the strong mati lI saw that day. It is but just tosay 
that Dr. Westmoreland contends that “the third 
operation was not ill-advisad. He sustains the 
course of Dr. Gross, and says if ithad not been per- 
formed death would have come possibly earlier— 
certainly in moré horrible shape. It is proper to 
say also that the family esteem Dr. Gross. highly, as 
all

Aftera most trying journey, which, however, he 
bore much better than was expected, the. distin- 
guished invalid found himself at EureKa. He was 
accom panied by his family and by Dr. Wright—the 
devoted surgeon who had Mr. Hill's 
wound from the firstday he entered the hospital. 
From Eureka there came conilicting news. One

day the dispatches would indicate that a cure was 
effected, and the next day that death was impend 
ing. It was soon discovered that Mr. Hill could not 
drink enough of the water to do any good, if indeed 
there was any virtue in the water. Ilis family was 
diseussing the policy of bringing him back to Geor- 
gia, where he could have the comforts of home and 
the companionship of his family. He finally cut 
this discussion by announcing that he was coming 
back to Georgia. Said he: 

“Whatever God may have in the future, Iam 
willing to bear without amurmur. But if I must 
die, I will go back totheo!'d state that gaye me 
birth and die on her soil and among my own 
people *’ 

Mr. Hill had gained considerable strength while 
at Eureka and was bouyant and happy wheud he 
found himself fairlyon his way home. As he got 
out of the wagon that broughthim tothe train he 
proposed to wrestle for a wager with one of his com- 
p ns, and said: “I ain’t near being a dead man 
yet.’’ Even up to this tlme fhis disease baiiled the 
Dr. Wright, who knew more of it, 
perhaps, than any other man, told Ben, Jr, 
that his father would be in the senate 
again withina month. A day or two afterward, a.

and day after day found him weakér than before. 
He still received his friends, and a daily stream of 
visitors paid their respects and tendered their sym- 
pathy. He was able for some two orthree weeks to 
talk intelligiby, though the absorbent cotton in his 
mouth deadened the voice and made the syllables 
indistinct. He was fond of company, and his mind, 
was as alert and his: interest in current affairs as 
vivid as ever.

He walked about the house 
without trouble, and one day 1 saw him standing 
alone in his front yard—like a great statue of him 
self—pale, bandaged, mournful, with the noonday 
sun streaming on his head and the flowers spring- 
ing about his feet. As we saluted him, he lifted his 
hand with the old royal grace, and bending his 
body stiffly to one side, smiled in a tender and grace- 
ful way. But these days were soon over.

With a tongue 
whose eloquence had been irresistible, and hands 
at whose invocation whole peoples had 
risen to do his bidding, he raised 
neither in supplication that his impend- 
ing fate might be averted, but with the one taught 
submission to the God thateven then oppressed 
him, and with the other reached out to his loved 
ones, and gathered them to his heart. Through all 
the horrible ordeal, through pain so fierce and un- 
relenting that Death itself was a blessing—through 
long daysand nights of contemplation, when the 
strong man must have rebelled against the Fate that 
pressed upon him so inexorably—there was nevera 
word of complaintor outery. The child that died un-

PERSONAL REMINISCENCES OF MR. HILL 

The first time I ever saw Mr. Hi!l was in the win- 
ter of '67.° [had gone to LaGrange to spend my 
Christmas vacation with young Ben Hill, who was 
then named Cicero Hill. I have never seen a hap- 
pier home than thatinto which I was weleomed 
that winter day. Ihave never seen a man more 
unaffectediy happy and affectionate than the 
husband andtather. Mrs. Hill, lovely, no less in 
face and figure than in character, was full of good- 
ness aud courtesy. Miss Hill, now Mrs. Thompson, 
charming, accomplished and brilliant, was the idol 
of her father’s heart—the two were smart 
manly young fellows, and the youngest daughter 
interesting and pretty. As for Mr. Hill nothing 
was too trivial to engage his at- 
tention if it only related to member 
of his family. He was playful, genial and affection- 
ate always. He made companions of his children 
and was as ready to romp with his boys as to ad- 
vise with them as to their future. Emory Soeer 
and myself were added to the family gronp that 
gathered in the library night after njzsht—and 
charming nights they were. Mr. Hill usually led 
the conversation, though there was restraint upon 
noone. He was then deeply interested in the re-

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IN THE CITY. 


How the News was Received— Action of Publie Bodies 
—Personai Expressione. 


‘Ben Hill is dead!”’ 

Thus the announcement sped through the city 
rapidity which attested the deep interest 
with which the condition of the sufferer was 
watched. Asmecncame forth in the early morning it 
was the first news which fell upon their ears, and 
pausing to grasp the full meaning of the intelli- 
gence, it could searcely be believed that the man, 
so lately full of vigor and strength, was now culd 
in the embrace of death. ‘‘Poor Ben,” said a me- 
chanic as he stepped on the first outgoing Marietta 
streetear, “how he must have suiered.’’ The 
same feeling of sympathy was repeated as often as 
the news was related. Merchants and clerks stood 
in small knotsin front of their places of businéssand 
seemed in no hurry to open up for the day’s trade, 
Suchf + universal feeling has never before been ex- 
preg sd, except, perhaps, on the moruing of the 
fatal 2nd of July, when the wires flashed the news 
of Guiteau’s damning deed. That event, however, 
was the occasion of as much indignation for the 
crime as of sorrow for the calamity. This was an 
occasion of grief so deep that words failed to meas- 
ure it, and its feeple expression trembled upon the 
lip. 

Mr. Hill was not familiar with the hosts of Atlan- 
ta people, as his life in the city had been so much 
engrossed in his profession, and latterly he spent so 
much of his time in the federal capital that he was 
measured by his reputatigpn asa public man more 
than by his standimg as a private individual It 
thus happened that whenever he appeared here it 
was of some occasion, where 
his fine figure, head and 
commanding eloquence enthused the people as no 
other man ever moved them. His first political 
speech of note was delivered in Atlanta in 1852, in 
his canvass with the late Judge Warner for congress, 
and subsequently he was often called before At- 
lanta audiences. His Bush Arbor speech, directly 
after the war, again introduced him to our people. 
The oceasion of the presentation of a banner tw the 
people of this city by the citizens of the northwest, 
in 1876, furnished Mr. Hill his best introduction to 
the Atlanta of the present day. From the impres- 
sions made on these occasions, Mr. Hill is remem 
bered in all the flush and vigor of wel! developed 
manhood. To have such an impression. shocked 
with the sudden announcement of his death was a 
blow which staggered expression. Among the ladies, 
vith whom Mr. Hill was always a great favorite, 
the event was discussed as if each one had losta 
friend. 

Pelitically speaking, there was a strange unanim- 
ity of feeling that a great man had fallen in 
Georgia. ‘I was opposed to him in polities,” ;

Hill, on the contrary, Was a man 
of bold, persor&l independence, very aggressive in 
his views, and stating them with all the volume and 
force of language. He was a more practical man 
than Garfield, circumstances threw him where he 
was forced to repel rude attacks upon his people, 
and he always spoke with the indiguation of a rep- 
reseritative of an injured people. The consequence 
was that the poetic side of his nature was 
never presented to his opponents; they 
had only occasion to know him as a fear- 
less, bold and nncompromising adversary. From 
this circumstance it will be seeu that their tributes 
to his character have all the more force that ‘they 
are not the ebullitions of mere sentiment, but posi- 
tive proofs of the dead man’s force of character 
and true greatness.
